In other words, that 
they aro either crippled up eo as to ren- 
dci'ihoiu unfit for service, ayain in a 
liko capacity or aro killcil on 1111 aver- 
ago in that tiuio. It has beou found by 
looking over tho records of one of th<; 
leading railroads entering Louisville 
that this is untrue. During tliroo years, 
on one o[ tho busiest roads entering tho 
city, there were only 3 killed and 106 
injured, all of whom wcro brakemei. 
except two, and thoy woro freight con 
due tors who had assumed tho. duty oi 
tmtkomeu, ono by making it coupling 
nml tho other by assisting in unloadmy 
freight. 


It would scorn that inexperienced in OK 


would bo most apt to get injured, but 
tho figures show differently, as indical 
ed by tho following: Elovon, or 9.C(J pi'i 
cent of tho total number of trainmen, 
wcro injured during their first year o! 
cervico; 18, or 12.10 percent, were in 
jured who had bceii in tho eorviuo twt

cent, over ten years, EQIIIO of whom hat

It will bo noted that tlio largest aver 


igo of injuries occurred after thu em 
ployco had been in eorvico six year* 
and tho figures given would indicat 
that employees as a general rule ar 
caroful up to tlio time whon thoy hav 
boon iu the service three to four year 
and then become more careless untf 
about their uiglith yc-.xrof wrvicc, who 
tho indications show that they agai 
become careful, as those who had worl 
cd ovor ten years havo a very sina" 
comparative pur ceut of injuries con 
pared with those who bad worked *i 
years. With tho completion of tho eipii 
meut of all box cars with automat 
couplers, airbrakes, etc., tho 
liabilif 


of ii trainman being injured will ha\ 
boon reduced to a minimum, as tho re 
ord goes'to show that at least two-lhir 
of tbo injuries wcro caused by at temp 
ing to conplo automatic tlnuvbanf vvi 
a link and pin to tho old fashion 
Kolid or skolotou drawbar, which 
very dangerous oven to thu most oxj 
ricuocd railroad man. 
Other cans 


wero on account of uneven drawbar 
some being as much as three iiusi 
higher than others. All thitiwill bur 
tilled with tho law wliieh re<|iiires i 
(Irawbars to bo of u standard height 
great many trainmen woro injured 
stopping upon stones or links in jum 
ing off to throw twitches, ote., quite 
number by being thrown off on accou 
>f thu icy condition ol' tho tops of I' 
cars.

This is one of tlio mn-iouH oh- 
juctioiiH to tho aulomaliodrawhitr—iiiat 
it will not couple readily on a curve, 
and it is neci-sfiiiry for- tho tritinnici) 
cither to pull ono of the drawbars ovei 
ar ehovo if, over with their feet. 


Ono of the most general causes of 


pinched lingers was on account of tlm 
jiin failing to drop all the way down 
into tho holo whon coupling with a 
link and pin. The brakemen invariably 
rracb nv«r to iiivo tlio pin a « l a r t f i o i t 
will drop into tho* holo, when the cur* 
frequently roll ono way or tho other 
'just n few inches and catch tho pin JUKI 
heforo it gets all tho way down, ciiiutiiif! 
it to tilt back and calcli tho lingers be- 
tween pin and ,und sill of tho car. 


A few wero injured by holding thi> 


grab iron on iho end of thu car—recently 
added to all freight cars by an act ot 
congress—and attempting to make th-.- 
coupling when long lumber or bridgr 
iron would bo extending over tho end of 
tho car to bo coupled to, and catch their 
hands between the triubcr and end n! 
tho car. However, this dangerous meth- 
od of coupling cars together that havo 
lading projecting over tlio ends of them 
will soon bo a thing of tlio past, as it in 
becoming a general rulo for all coin- 
panics not to permit tho loading of earn 
in this manner. Whenever thero is loin; 
timber to load tho companies ruijuiK' 
tin) use of two cars instead of one, »:< 
heretofore. 


With tho taking effect of tho now law 


compelling railroads to havo all car;* 
equipped with automatic drawbars aii'i 
lavo tho drawbars of equal height trim: 
rails, tho petition of railroad bralremau 
will not bo such a hazardous oue.—
